Guests were treated by 
the ambulance service 
for minor injuries, and 
reports of minor assaults 
are being investigated. 

A spokesman for Suf¬ 
folk police said: “Police 
were called to the Millen¬ 
nium Stand by staff and 
other callers reporting a 
disturbance at a wedding 
reception at approxi¬ 
mately a quarter to mid¬ 
night on Saturday. 

“Some guests also had 
to be treated by the am¬ 


bulance service.” 

Chief Constable Doug¬ 
las Paxton said: “In terms 
of events at the weekend, 
regrettably things will 
happen. The main thing 
is that the police are there 
as fast as they need to be 
and they're able to bring 
back peace and quiet as 
quickly as we can do. 

“It is regrettable that 
sometimes nice events 
can be ruined by things 
getting a little bit out of 
hand.”

IT was a busy scene on Monday 
as the chief constable of Suffolk 
constabulary visited Newmarket 
for the first time. 

Chief constable Douglas Paxton 
brought a mobile police station 
to The Guineas shopping centre 
in Newmarket on Monday on the 
second date of his tour of Suffolk. 

Chief constable Paxton said: “It 
has been busy. As the summer is 
here, lots of people are out and 
about and we’ve got busy, vibrant 
and thriving towns. 

“I could book up a hall this even¬ 
ing and I could get a handful of 
people whereas already this 
morning I have spoken to 
more people. I would ex¬ 
pect many more people 
to come up with issues 
this way.” 

And Mr Paxton be¬ 
lieves it is important for 
local people to have a 
face they could approach 
with their issues. 

He said: “I think it means a lot 
to people to have a face they can 
speak to. The fact that it is me 
here today is not really the point. 

“What I am doing is signal¬ 
ling what the whole organisation 
does. 

“We have got dedicated officers 
and PCSOs working in communi¬ 
ties. If they push issues towards 
those individuals they will get a 
response. 

“So it is more about what the 
whole organisation is doing rath¬ 
er than just me as an individual 
because I can’t be everywhere at 
once.” 

Local issues were also high¬ 
lighted by members of the com¬ 
munity including speeding. 

He said: “So far we have had

quite a broad issue about our 
support for neighbourhood 
watch, which of course we sup¬ 
port emphatically, but we know 
that people want to continue re¬ 
ceiving information once they 
have signed up, they want to 
know what they’re meant to talk 
to each other about and what 
alerts they are meant to put out. 

“We have also had a bit about 

speeding in residential areas 
and we know from some 
consultation that was 
done by the police and 
crime commissioners 
office recently that peo¬ 
ple are yet to be con¬ 
vinced that we are en¬ 
forcing speeding laws in 
the right areas. 

“Most people are con¬ 
cerned about dual carriage¬ 
ways where sometimes the speed 
limits are higher and they are 
confused about why we are doing 
that.” 

While crime in Newmarket 
has dropped by 7.6%, the chief 
constable highlighted the impor¬ 
tance of communities providing 
information that leads to arrests. 

He added: “When we say crime 
is down, what we are not doing 
is guaranteeing that there is no 
crime whatsoever. 

“We would want to reduce that 
to the smallest number possible 
and we will rely on communities 
to be giving us information to ac¬ 
tually stop that.”

GETTING children to read can some¬ 
times be a battle. 

When the sun is out, sometimes the 
last thing youngsters want to do is sit 
down with a good book. 

However statistics show that chil¬ 
dren who learn to read for enjoyment 
can have huge advantages over their 
peers, in both their social and educa¬ 
tional development. 

The Newmarket News , in partner¬ 
ship with the Newmarket Festival, has 
launched a campaign to try to drive 
up literacy standards in the town by 
pairing adult volunteers with primary 
school children, to enthuse and inspire 
them into a lifelong love of reading.

The 
clomping of an old lady’s walking 
stick prompts a crescendo of noise up 
through the floors of a tall house, cul¬ 
minating in the attic. 

Korky Paul’s delightful illustrations 
echo the text, with noisy words filling 


the centre page. 

Adults will be chuckling away at 
Giles Andreae’s Sir Scallywag and the 
Golden Underpants , a charming take 
on a knight in shining armour. 

More confident readers aged be¬ 
tween six and eight-years-old will be 
able to get stuck into Lazy Ozzie by Mi¬ 
chael Coleman. 

Ozzie the owl is so lazy he even takes 
a farmyard ride on a pig's back instead 
of flying. 

There is a lot of repetition in this 
book to help children who have just 
mastered reading. 


Why not try an old classic, as Martin 
Waddell’s Owl Babies was written 15 
years ago but still works well for this 
age group. 

Children who are starting to read 
more independently, aged between 
eight and ten-years-old, will love The 
Great Galloon by Tom Banks. 

This romping new series features 
swashbucklers and aliens as airship 
pirates on a damsel rescuing mission. 

A noble frog is the unlikely hero of C 
J Busby’s Swordspell. 

This fast moving adventure set in Ar¬ 
thurian Britain is the fourth book in the 
Frogspell series, which is quickly devel¬ 
oping a fan following. 

If you want to read them in sequence 
start with Frogspell and read on from 
there. 

So what are you waiting for? Get 
down to the library and pick up some 
great reads to see your family through 
the summer.

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Families go wild and meet the Devil's Dyke butterflies 


FAMILIES got back to nature when they 
caught a glimpse of a rare variety of 
butterfly over the weekend. 

Go Wild in Newmarket organised 
a Butterfly Walk on the Devil's Dyke 
nature reserve on Saturday, to spot 
stunning specimens such as the rare 
Chalkhill Blue, the Peacock and the 
Gatekeeper. 

Nets and ID books at the ready, 
wildlife enthusiasts recorded their 
finds with guidance from volunteers 
at the site, near Newmarket, placing 
the delicate insects in tiny boxes to 
temporarily examine them. 

The walk, through the racecourse, 
was part of the Butterfly Conservation's 
annual Big Butterfly Count, which takes 
place from July until the end of August. 

Harriet, an organiser of the event, 
said: "It went really well, it was 
fantastic. We saw lots of butterflies, 
particularly the Chalkhill Blue. 

"Everyone who came really enjoyed 
it and said they would come again so it 
was a great day out." 

The beautiful Peacock butterflies 
were a big hit with visitors due to their 
four stunning eyespots on their wings, 
which resemble the tail feather pattern 
of a peacock and are there to frighten 
away or divert predators. 

Go Wild in Newmarket is a voluntary 
group which aims to "create wild 
spaces and pockets of woodland for 
everyone in the town to enjoy, and 
to give local children the chance to 
grow wild plants and learn about 
biodiversity."

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Church could be 
key to speeding 
up broadband

A VILLAGE in South East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire is set to receive 
faster broadband after an appli¬ 
cation was submitted to install 
radio equipment in a church 
tower. 

St Cyriacs church tower in 
Swaffham Prior has been high¬ 
lighted as a location in which 
radio transceiver equipment 
could be installed to enhance 
the service of the ‘Reach and 
Swaffham Prior community 
broadband’. 

The application comes from 
a community broadband group, 
Reach and Swaffham Prior 
community broadband (RaSP) 
which was formed in the late 
1990s and serves around 140 
users. 

Hugh de Lacy, a committee 
member for the RaSP network, 
said: “We now have 130 to 140 


members and that amount has 
doubled in the last 18 months 
or so. At the moment the link 
between Swaffham Prior and 
Reach would have to be a two 
step process.” 

He added that the broadband 
in the area is currently wired 
through a fibre optic cable in 
someone’s house. 

He added: “This would pro¬ 
vide a much faster network for 
our members.” 

“We have now gone as far as 
Swaffham Prior, Reach and Up- 
ware.” 

It hopes to reproduce the suc¬ 
cess of similar systems which 
are currently in place to bring 
rural Norfolk up to speed. 

The church in Swaffham 
Prior, which was said to have 
not been used for church ser¬ 
vices for centuries, would have 
the wireless hardware installed 
onto its flagpole, improving the 
service for broadband users 
because of its elevated height. 


The group believes the service 
will be more reliable than what 
is currently on offer to villagers 
such as using mobile broad¬ 
band, which they say can be 
slow, or ‘conventional broad¬ 
band’ which is not available 
everywhere. 

The plans, which were sub¬ 
mitted at the beginning of July, 
are currently pending consid¬ 
eration. 

The committee hopes the 
plans will be implemented by 
the end of October. 

Mr de Lacy added: “We hope 
to have a decision from the 
council by the end of Septem¬ 
ber and then work can begin. 

“All being well it should be 
up and running by the end of 
October. 

The planning application will 
be open for comments until 
Thursday, September 5.

MR Andrew Neal criticised the 
actions and membership of 
the High Street Regeneration 
Committee and suggested that they 
should focus on the town market 
instead (Letters, August 7). 

Your readers will wish to know 
that the committee was set up 
at the request of local residents 
and traders to improve the 
attractiveness of the High Street 
and, by implication, the town 
centre. 

Members of the committee 
include councillors of all political 
persuasion, businessmen and 
women, traders and residents, all 
of whom care about the welfare of 
the town. The High Street Traders' 
Association is actively represented. 

The committee has recently 
introduced new and improved 
benches, litter bins and planters in 
the High Street, all of which have 
been well received. Tidying up of 
other street furniture is continuing 
while, in the slightly longer term, 
the ugly and unofficial car park on 
Rutland Hill will be turned into an 
attractive public open space. 

In a recent consultation exercise, 
90% of those questioned approved 
of these actions. 

Looking further ahead, the 
Traders' Association is drawing 
up plans to revitalise the High 
Street with funds obtained by the 
committee from the Mary Portas 
scheme. 

Additional funds will be available 
from whichever Supermarkets are 
successful in the current appeals 
process. 

While we agree that action is 
long overdue on improving the

A14 with 


three illegal 
immigrants 


A PLUMBER who escaped hardship 
in Greece has been jailed for his 
role in trafficking illegal immigrants 
along the A14. 

Ioannis Balias, 33, has been jailed 
for two years after being caught red- 
handed with a van and three people 
who had been smuggled into the UK 
- including a 14-year-old Albanian 
boy - by the A14 at Newmarket on 
September 20. 

The immigrants had arrived by 
lorry into the country that day and 
Balias’ job was to pick them up from 
next to the A142 and move them on 
to an unknown location, Cambridge 
Crown Court heard. 

Recorder John Foy QC, sentenc¬ 
ing, said: “It was a planned organisa¬ 
tion, it has all the signs of that, and 
you were an integral part of that by 
supplying your services as a driver. 
You were a small cog, but you were 
a cog nonetheless.” 

He said there was “great public 
concern” in the country over illegal 
immigration. 

He said: “The word needs to get 
round, if it hasn’t already, that re¬ 
sponding to these requests will re¬ 
sult in prison sentences.” 

Balias, a self-employed plumber

from Enfield who moved to this 
country from Greece as the scale of 
its debt emerged in 2009, admitted 
attempting to facilitate the commis¬ 
sion of a breach of UK immigration 
law, which carries a maximum pris¬ 
on sentence of 14 years. 

He is likely to serve half of his sen¬ 
tence in prison and the remainder 
on licence and will be able to remain 
in the UK after he has served his 
time. 

Gavin Pottinger, mitigating, said 
his client was doing a favour for a 
friend and it was “certainly a one- 
off” adding he played no part in the 
organisation or the smuggling of the 
people into the country. 

He said: “The role he was to play 
was quite simply driving from one 
place to another and he did not even 
get to carry out that role.” 

He added: “He is a hard-working, 
honest man who has fallen prey to 
another and he has acted extremely 
naively.” 

The adult illegal immigrants have 
been removed from the country, but 
it is understood the boy is still in 
care in the UK.

Memorial 
for airman 
killed in 
collision 

A MEMORIAL service has 
been held at RAF Milden- 
hall for an airman killed in 
a crash outside Newmarket. 

Staff Sgt Anderson John¬ 
son, a 100th Civil Engineer 
Squadron electrical system 
journeyman who was sta¬ 
tioned at RAF Mildenhall, 
died on the A1304 when 
his car crashed into a tree at 
2am on July 28.

His family paid tribute 
to the airman, who they 
described as a ‘wonderful’ 
man whose smile was ‘like 
the sun’.

Jail for teenager in 
nightclub assault 


A TEENAGER has been 
locked up after violence 
flared inside a Newmar¬ 
ket nightclub. 

Kayarno Curtis, contin¬ 
ued punching his victim in 
De Niros despite the man 
having fallen unconscious. 

Curtis, 18, was sen¬ 
tenced to 12 months in a 
Young Offenders Institu¬ 
tion on Monday at Ipswich 
Crown Court. 

He had pleaded guilty to 
an offence of assault caus¬ 
ing actual bodily harm on 
March 30. 

The court heard how 
without any apparent rea¬ 
son Curtis had launched

an attack on 23-year-old 
SarunasViciulis. 

Witnesses had described 
how he fell after being 
punched unconscious by 
Curtis and while on the 
ground the assault con¬ 
tinued. Blows to his head 
made blood come from his 
nose and mouth, said Rob¬ 
ert Sadd, prosecuting. 

Bouncers intervened 
and detained Curtis and 
another man, appearing 
before magistrates later 
this week. 

Mr Viciulis suffered 


swelling, a cut to his face 
and the loss of a tooth. 

When interviewed by 
police, Curtis, of Aspal 
Way, Beck Row, declined 
to answer questions but 
pleaded guilty when he ap¬ 
peared before magistrates, 
said Mr Sadd. 

Curtis had previous con¬ 
victions for offences in¬ 
cluding battery, obstruct¬ 
ing police and possession 
of an offensive weapon. 

Defending, Hugh Vass 
said Curtis was 17 at the 
time of the offence and 
time spent on remand in 
Norwich Prison had been a 
sobering experience. 


He expressed remorse 
but had limited recollec¬ 
tion because he had been 
drinking, said Mr Vass. 

Mr Vass said: “He has 
had the benefit of a lot of 
love from his family. The 
prognosis for his future is 
more positive for him than 
in some cases of this kind.” 

Sentencing him, Re¬ 
corder Ian Glen told Curtis: 
“You assaulted a complete 
stranger by punching him 
in the face and knocking 
him to the ground. 

“It is the sort of thing 
that is sickening to wit¬ 
nesses and frightening to 
other people.”

face hefty fines if they do not re¬ 
new their MoT. 

Changes to the fixed penalties 
on August 16 will see the fines rise 
from £60 to £100 for drivers who 
do not have a current MoT certifi¬ 
cate, which is needed for all cars 
which are more than three years 
old. 

Suffolk Police are encouraging 
drivers to make a note of their 
MoT expiry dates as officers are 
increasingly finding people have 
forgotten to renew the MoT and 
the certificate is months out of 
date. 

Chief Insp Chris Spinks, of the 
Norfolk and Suffolk foint Roads 
Policing Unit, said: “It is every 
individual motorist’s responsibil¬ 
ity to keep their vehicle insured, 
taxed and MoT’d. 

“To ’forget’ is no defence at law, 
and you may be issued with a 
fixed penalty notice. However, it 
is appreciated that MoT remind¬ 
ers are not automatically issued 
like vehicle tax and insurance.” 

The Vehicle and Operator Ser¬ 
vices Agency (VOSA) has set up a 
text service, which sends a mes¬ 
sage to your mobile phone when 
your MoT is due.

A COUNCIL is being sued by a 
former nighclub boss over dam¬ 
age caused by a falling banner. 

A Newmarket Town Council 
banner crashed into the side of 
DeNiro’s nightclub, in High Street, 
in May 2012, after a fitting came 
loose on an outside wall, as re¬ 
ported in the News. 

The banner knocked a shower 
of bricks onto the High Street, 
injuring a 19-year-old woman 
and the cables struck the bonnet 
and sides of a Volkswagen Passat 
which had stopped at the nearby 
traffic lights. 

Former nightclub owner Terry 
Lake, who owns the building 
which houses DeNiro’s, said the 
damage took nine months to re¬ 
pair and cost more than £8,500. 

Mr Lake, who now lives in Flor¬ 
ida, said: “I am sorry to say but a 
court date has now been fixed to 
take the town council to court for 
repairs and costs after they still 
refuse to pay up for the damage 
caused by their banner, that was 
fixed to my wall on my building in 
the High Street without my per¬ 


mission.” 

A solicitor acting on behalf 
of Mr Lake confirmed the town 
council had been served papers 
on fuly 31 and they had until Fri¬ 
day to offer a defence. 

The town council previously 
said they were not liable for the 
damage and the matter was be¬ 
tween Mr Lake and Zurich, the 


town council’s insurers. 

Isabelle Barrett, Newmarket 
town clerk, said: “We pass every¬ 
thing on to the town council’s in¬ 
surers who are dealing with this. 

“That is all I can say about the 
matter.” 

The banner was replaced after 
the incident but just days later 
was wrenched off by the wind. 



Strange vehicle 
causes air base 
gate closures 

A 'SUSPICIOUS' vehicle sparked the 
closure of the main gate at an air base. 

Officials at RAF Mildenhall closed 
Gate 15 into the USAF base after 
personnel searched a suspicious 
delivery truck last Wednesday. 

Staff Sgt Rachel Waller, 100th Air 
Refueling Wing Public Affairs, said: 

"A military working dog alerted 
base security officials during a 
routine security search of a vehicle 
at approximately 8.30 am. The truck 
driver has a pass granting access 
to base, but is still required to pass 
through a vehicle inspection. 

"During the inspection, the military 
working dog (MWD) detected 
potentially harmful substances in the 
vehicle. Immediately, and according 
to standard practices, base security 
officials halted all inbound traffic 
through the main gate and worked with 
Ministry of Defence officers to close 
the A-1101 outside the gate for safety 
purposes."

Help is at hand for 
psoriasis sufferers 


HELP is out there for psoriasis suf¬ 
ferers if they are willing to try some¬ 
thing different.

She turned to Cambridgeshire 
therapist Zillah Brink, who has 
treated her with aromatherapy, 
massage and dietary advice as part 
of her Sentimentality sessions. 

Shari said: “I have psoriasis in my 
family - my father and my brother 
had it and it has always been there

for me. 

“This is the first summer I have 
been able to go out in the sun with¬ 
out long skirts and long sleeves be¬ 
cause my skin couldn’t handle it. 

“It also hit my self-confidence be¬ 
cause you are thinking about what 
other people think of you.” 

Shari, who runs her own training 
and consultancy company, previ¬ 
ously visited her GP whenever the 
condition flared up but could only 
be prescribed steroids which had 
little impact. 

Zillah, who lives in Longstanton 
and operates across the region, said: 
“People with psoriasis are not being 
given all the options and drugs are 
not always the right way to go. 


“I had it myself from the age of six 
and I am very keen to help. 

“My aim is to increase my patient 
numbers and then take my methods 
to clinical trials in the hope that the 
NHS will sit up and take note. 

“I would love for it to be funded 
because it makes a real difference.” 

The disorder is a chronic recur¬ 
ring condition that varies in sever¬ 
ity from minor localised patches to 
complete body coverage. 

A precise cause has not been dis¬ 
covered but many cases have been 
brought on by stress and other ill¬ 
nesses.

Vicar unrepentant over 
‘vulgar’ bumper sticker 


A VILLAGE vicar is unrepentant 
about putting a bumper sticker on 
her car with the letters WTFWJD - 
which stand for What The F*** Would 
Jesus Do. 

The Rev Alice Goodman, rector of 
the parishes of Fulbourn, the Wilbra- 
hams and Six Mile Bottom, insists 
the T word is not blasphemous, but 
“a vulgarity”. And she said that for¬ 
mer Archbishop of Canterbury Row¬ 
an Williams had been in her car, and 
had seen the sticker without “raising 
an eyebrow”. 

An anonymous reader pointed out 
the bumper sticker - produced as a 
reaction to the popular Christian T- 
shirt slogan What Would Jesus Do -

quoting from the Bible: James, chap¬ 
ter 5, verse 12. 

The reader said: “The Bible says: 
‘But above all do not swear, either by 
heaven or by earth or by any other 
oath, but let your ‘yes’ be yes and 
your ‘no’ be no, so that you may not 
fall under condemnation.’” 

The Rev Goodman said she had 
put the sticker on her bumper be¬ 
cause of the “emphatic hair-tearing 
quality of this world of ours.” 

She said: “F*** is not a blasphemy, 
it’s a vulgarity, an Old English word. 

“Whoever saw this on my car per¬ 
haps did not notice that there are 


two other stickers on there, on either 
side of it, one a Hebrew text about 
the transformation of the world, and 
the other from the sixth chapter of 
Micah, which says ‘Do Justice, love 
kindness, walk humbly with God’. 

“My bishop knows I have the stick¬ 
er on my car, and has no difficulty 
with it, and I have had the former 
Archbishop of Canterbury in my car, 
Rowan Williams, and he didn’t raise 
an eyebrow. Whoever has contacted 
the paper anonymously about this 
has looked at the Hebrew text and 
the Micah quotation, but has only 
seen the letter F.” 

A spokeswoman for Dr Williams, 
who is master of Magdalene College 


in Cambridge, said he was away and 
not contactable for comment. 

But the Ven John Beer, Archdeacon 
of Cambridge, said: “It sounds like 
the Rev Alice Goodman has respond¬ 
ed in all good conscience to the criti¬ 
cism of this anonymous reader. Per¬ 
haps a way forward may be for the 
vicar and the reader to meet together 
to discuss it further. 

“Christianity has a long tradition 
of open debate where people can 
bring their differing views and share 
their perspectives.”

Final push for the TUtte 
memorial statue funds

A STATUE of a forgotten war-time 
codebreaker could be erected in 
Newmarket as the project has nearly 
hit its fundraising target. 

More than £180,000 has been 
raised for a statue in High Street to 
Newmarket-born Bill Tutte, who 
cracked the Lorenz cipher used by 
German officers during the Second 
World War, despite never having 
seen the device. 

A working group was formed last 
year to honour his achievements as, 
unlike his famous Bletchley Park col¬ 
league Alan Turing, Tutte received 
little recognition before his death in 
2002 due to Cold War considerations. 

The planned statue of Tutte, who 
studied Mathematics at Cambridge 
University, will be made of five steel 
pillars marked with dots to replicate

the tape used in teleciphers. 

When viewed from a certain angle 
the dots will form a picture of Tutte’s 
face. 

Richard Fletcher, secretary of the 
Bill Tutte Memorial Working Group, 


said: “The total cost of the 
memorial in Newmar- 
et is about £200,000. 

“Approximately 
half of that is being 
provided by the lo¬ 
cal councils to cre¬ 
ate a new public 
open space on Rut¬ 
land Hill but we need 
to find the rest to put 
the memorial there. We 
have about £20,000 to go. 

“We also have plans to endow a 
scholarship in Bill Tutte’s name to 
encourage local youngsters to study 
and excel at mathematics or com¬ 
puter science.” 

Mr Fletcher added: “All the money 
we can collect over that required for 
the memorial will go to this cause - 
which could range from a book prize 
for the best student, to full university 


fees if we can get enough money. 

“We would particularly like to get 
our message across to academics 
and Bletchley Park enthusiasts in 
Cambridge. 

“The “cryptic” nature of the me¬ 
morial is designed to get people 
thinking and asking questions.” 

The proposed statue would be 
situated in the land at Rutland Hill, 
which will become a pedestrianised 
area. 

Bill Tutte was born in Newmarket 
in 1917 and was educated in Cheve- 
ley and Cambridge before going up 
to Trinity College where he picked up 
a lifelong love of solving mathemati¬ 
cal puzzles.

Ceremony 
change 
at USAF 
air base 

TRAFFIC concerns have 
caused a United States Air 
Force (USAF) air base to 
change it daily ceremony. 

The daily base retreat cer¬ 
emony at RAF Lakenheath, 
which consists of playing 
the UK and US national 
anthems and occasionally 
lowering the flags, shifted 
from 4.30pm to 5.30pm 
from Monday, August 12. 

Sgt Zachary Melin, of 48th 
Fighter Wing Public Affairs 
at RAF Lakenheath said: 
“The change comes on the 
heels of two recent traffic 
studies and the 2011 Com¬ 
mercial Area Development 
Plan. 

“Moving the retreat time 
to 5.30pm was recommend¬ 
ed based on the findings 
and is anticipated to ease 
traffic congestion, resulting 
in a cost-effective improve¬ 
ment to on-base road use 
during peak hours.” 

Sgt Melin added: “With 
the exception of the nation¬ 
al anthems playing an hour 
later, the change should be 
nearly invisible to the local 
populace. 

“There will be no cor¬ 
responding shift to duty 
hours and locals should not 
expect a significant change 
to off-base traffic patterns.” 

RAFs Mildenhall, Alcon- 
bury and Feltwell will not be 
changing their retreat cer¬ 
emonies at this time. 

The 48th Fighter Wing, or 
the Liberty Wing, operates 
out of RAF Lakenheath with 
more then 5,700 active mili¬

B right, bubbly, and bursting 
with life, on the surface Sarah 
Jane Lewis appears to be like 
any other 46-year-old. She’s a keen 
gardener, loves to travel, and can often 
be found cooking up various culinary 
delights in the kitchen. 

But underneath she is hiding a secret 
- and it’s a secret which has turned her 
world completely upside down. That 
secret is asthma. 

“Sometimes it feels like you have a 
vice around your chest, and they are 
tightening it and tightening it until you 
feel like you can’t breathe any more,” 
says Sarah Jane, who lives in St Neots. 

“It would be nothing for my dad to 
come home from a Sunday morning 
walk and find an ambulance outside 
the house.” 

Sarah Jane was first diagnosed with 
asthma when she was just 3 years 
old. To begin with, the condition was 
manageable: a couple of puffs on an 
inhaler and she was able to live the life 
she wanted to. 

But 15 years ago everything was 
turned on its head. “I was working as a 
food and beverages manager at a hotel 
in London at the time, but had come 
home to St Neots on a few days off,” 
Sarah Jane recalls. 

“Suddenly I felt very unwell, I felt

like I couldn’t breathe but didn’t seem 
to have a wheeze which seemed really 
strange. 

“It was only my brother at home at 
the time, so I got him out of bed and 
told him to take me to Hinchingbrooke 
Hospital. I walked into the hospital, 
and to this day they don’t know how I 
did - apparently I was blue. I was taken 
straight into resus and given adrenalin, 
and I don’t remember anything after 
that.” 

Sarah Jane had experienced a silent 
asthma attack, one of the worst and 
most traumatic attacks you can have, 
and one that she was extremely lucky 
to survive. 

“Because I hadn’t been wheezing, 
all I had been doing was circulating 
carbon dioxide around my body, so 
basically poisoning myself,” she says. 

Since that fateful day, Sarah Jane’s 
life has completely changed. From 
living the fast-paced London life to 


wishing away the hours during yet 
another hospital stay (she’s admitted 
every 10 to 12 weeks), it has been a lot 
to get used to for a lady who admits 
she “doesn’t do resting”. 

“In that first year I had about 13 
weeks at home - the rest of the time 
I was in Papworth. I think my longest 
stay was four-and-a-half months, and 
I actually got sacked from my job for 
being in hospital too much,” Sarah 
Jane recalls. 

“It was a big shock for the whole 
family. I went from working in London 
to suddenly being stuck in hospital and 
they couldn’t seem to get the condition 
under control.” 

5.4 million people in the UK are 
currently receiving treatment for 
asthma, and a quarter of a million have 
severe asthma like Sarah Jane. 

For these people it is far from just an 
excuse to skip PE: even the simplest 
activities like walking up the stairs can 
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prove the ultimate struggle. 

Sarah Jane must take 18 different 
types of drugs a day to try and keep her 
asthma under control. While most of us 
start the day with a cup of black coffee 
and a bowl of cereal, a cocktail of drugs 
is, and must always be, Sarah Jane’s 
early morning wake-up call. 

“When I get up in the morning the 
first thing I have to do is take all my 
drugs. Unless those drugs are in my 
system I can’t do anything, so it usually 
takes about an hour before I’m capable 
of getting into the world.” 

There are good and bad days, and 
everything Sarah Jane does is 
dictated by the state of ^ 
her lungs. 


“I can’t walk very 
far, I used to like - 

cycling but can’t ^ 

really do that 
anymore, if we 
go out shopping 
we can only do it 
for a little while 
before I need to take ^ 
a break,” she says, 
listing all the things she 
struggles with now. 

“Sometimes I wake 
up and just can’t breathe, I can’t 
physically leave the house, and if that’s 
the case I have to get straight on the 
phone to Papworth to seek advice.” 

The asthma has also caused 
other areas of Sarah Jane’s health to 
deteriorate. She is more susceptible 
to infections, usually picking one up 
every eight to 10 weeks, has to take 
five insulin injections every day for 
diabetes, and has problems with her 
bones breaking due to steroids. 

But despite her daily struggles, Sarah 
Jane is determined to make the most 
of life. 

“I’ve seen so many people in hospital 
who have just given up, and I think 
once you’ve given up you’re finished 
really. I’ve still got a long way ahead in 
life, even if it is on all these drugs.” 

“You have to be a fighter,” her mum 
Geraldine adds. “I have to say hand on 
my heart Sarah Jane never says ‘Why 
me?’, but I would give up anything for 
her to have a normal life.” 

Geraldine, along with the rest of the 
family, has been a constant source of 
support for Sarah Jane. “My family have 
been through hell and back again, but 
they are completely supportive,” she 
says. “Every day I’m in hospital my 
mum is there with me without fail.” 

“You wouldn’t be a proper mum if 
you didn’t look after your children,” 
Geraldine smiles. 

Sarah Jane’s positivity is infectious, 
but she admits coping with a condition 
that is vastly misunderstood can prove 
hugely frustrating. “People always say

to me: ‘You look so well’, but they don’t 
see me when I’m not breathing. 

“A lot of friends don’t understand; 
they think ‘Why is she back in hospital 
again?’ and ‘Why for so long?’ which 
can be quite frustrating. Asthma is 
quite a hidden condition really. 

“People don’t always understand 
the severity of the condition. I think 
sometimes they have this concept that 
if you have asthma you’re given an 
inhaler, and off you go, bye bye - but 
two people still die of asthma every 
day.” 

The mystery surrounding the illness 
is one of the main reasons 
Sarah Jane is so keen 
to raise awareness, and 
k ensure other sufferers 
. have support too. 

^ “I’m involved 
with Asthma UK 
and one of the 


campaigns we are 
always on about is 
how dangerous the 
Y condition can be. 

“There are 5 per cent 
of people in the whole of 
the UK who have severe 
asthma like me, but 
quite often the people that are dying 
are the ones who have the mild asthma, 
but who are not taking the steroid 
inhalers they should be taking, or just 
not looking after themselves.” 

Sarah Jane speaks at conferences all 
over the UK for the charity, as well as in 
schools and hospitals, and it is clearly a 
cause incredibly close to her heart. 

“I’m very keen to get myself out into 
the public to make people aware of 
what asthma is about, because unless 
we do this kind of thing, people are still 
not going to understand it,” she says. 

“I really enjoy doing it, as it makes 
me feel like I’m still part of society - 
and it’s something positive to come out 
of my condition.” 

And what would be her advice to 
other sufferers? “Try and stay positive, 
and try and keep life as normal as 
possible. 

“Try not to let it bring you down. 

And speak to other people who have 
the condition - there’s lots of help out 
there.” 

Sarah Jane’s latest hospital stay was 
as recently as June, and she fears her 
asthma is only likely to get worse in the 
years to come. 

But despite everything life has 
thrown at her, you certainly won’t find 
this lady feeling sorry for herself. 

“I always think there is someone 
worse off than me. You have to get on 
with it; it’s just one of those things. 

“I never allow myself to think ‘Why 
me?’ - I’m too positive in life, or maybe 
just too stubborn!”

T HIS summer we have already been 
treated to outdoor performances 
of The Comedy of Errors, Romeo 
and Juliet, Cymbeline and Much 
Ado About Nothing (check out 
our reviews on cambridge-news.co.uk/ 
whatson), and now we’re into the second 
half of the Cambridge Shakespeare 
Festival’s programme. 

Here's what to expect: 

Richard III, St John's College 
Gardens 

SINCE his mortal remains were dug 
up in a Leicester car park last year, 
Plantagenet hunchback Richard III has 
gone storming up the list of interesting 
royals, so it's timely for the Cambridge 
Shakespeare Festival to tackle the 
history play that bears his name. 

And by history play, of course, I 
mean loosely-based-on-history play, 
because Shakespeare's tale of this 
country's "worst king'' contains 
about as much truth as your average 
boasting contest. Anne Neville, for 
example, is sketched as a woman so 
insubstantial she literally steps over 
the body of her first husband to get to 
the body of her second. (Even Richard 
seems surprised his woo-ing worked.) 

Freeing the eponymous antihero 
from his historical inspiration can 
work wonders, and here Andrew P 
Stephen creates a monarch who is part 
mischievous imp and part slow-boil

deviant. His hunched manner, wobbly 
gait and bald head called to mind 
Gollum; particularly on the occasions 
he broke the fourth wall to address 
the audience directly. And in a piece 
so short of comic relief that its main 
laughs come during the murder of 
the Duke of Clarence, Stephen also 
prompted some giggles.

A Midsummer Night's Dream, 
Homerton College Gardens 

WE had wine, we had popcorn, we 
had sunshine. That is pretty fairy tale¬ 
like in itself, don't you think? 

Then you add in Homerton College 
gardens as a venue - think spongy 
green lawns, mullioned windows, 
discreet statues whiffing of class - and 
you begin to really understand the 
charm of the Cambridge Shakespeare 
Festival. Plus, to the spiralling 
notes of a recorder, out rush a cast 
so enthusiastic, so giddily skittish 
(which is exactly what you need 
for a mischievous performance of 
A Midsummer Night's Dream), and 
basically, you have it nailed. 

A tale of love, magic and laughter, 
muddled by some rather dubious 
potions for twisting and skewing 
hearts thanks to the creepily 
impish Puck, director Ant Stone's 
interpretation is a true Shakespearean 
romp. And it's funny to boot. 
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The lovers waft in and out, 
screeching out affections and hatreds 
with equal mirth, rushing about in 
bare feet and floaty outfits, suitably 
caught up in the imaginary branches 
of the Bard's forest. While they are 
convincing (particularly the tangle¬ 
haired Hermia, played by Mabel 
Wright), and entertaining (Helena 
Payne as the lovesick Helena brings 
gangly, physical comedy), the true 
laughs come from Bottom (Eddie 
Beardsmore), despite being an ass, the 
star of the play within the play. It will 
definitely have you chuckling.

KICK-ASS and Hit-Girl are 
back for more action in Mark 
Millar's comic book sequel 
which packs more of a punch 
than the first film. 

Now directed by American 
Jeff Wadlow, after Matthew 
Vaughn passed on the 
job, this follow-up to the 
2010 movie is amped up 
with darker humour, more 
swearing and more violence. 

Set four years after the first 
film, our favourite characters 
have grown up. Now 18 and 
close to finishing high school, 
Dave Lizewski (Aaron Taylor- 
Johnson) is keen to bring his 
green figure-hugging Kick-Ass 
suit out of the closet, while 
Mindy McCready (Chloe 
Grace Moretz), who sneaks 
out of school to bust drug- 
dealers, is being urged to 
forget her superhero sideline 
as Hit-Girl and fit in and be 
a normal teenager, following 
the death of her father Big 
Daddy (Nicolas Cage). 

Mindy trains Dave up 
with her extensive arsenal of 
weapons - guns, star knives 
and katanas - but soon her 
guardian Marcus (Morris 
Chestnut) advises her to stay 


in school and give up the 
Hit-Girl lark, leaving Dave on 
his own. 

After enlisting the help of his 
buddy Marty (Clark Duke) he 
finds Justice Forever, a group 
of wannabe vigilantes run by 
ex-mobster Colonel Stars And 
Stripes (Jim Carrey). By day, 
they are normal, everyday 
citizens but by night, they 
exact revenge on criminals. 

Chris D'Amico (Christopher 
Mintz-Plasse) is vowing 
vengeance on Kick-Ass and 
Hit-Girl for his father's death 
by bazooka. This time, he puts 
aside his superhero alter-ego 
Red Mist to become a super¬ 
villain with the most Twitter 
followers. 

While he gathers his evil 


gang together, Mindy tries 
to deal with high school 
life, attempting to fit in with 
the cool group at school, 
attending girly sleepovers and 
trying out for the cheerleading 
squad.

Nurturing 
young minds 


ADAM FROST has already urged people to think 
about wildlife at this year’s RHS Chelsea Flower 
Show, but the gold medal-winning garden 
designer isn’t done with his campaigning yet. He 
is now urging parents to get their children into 
the great outdoors this summer and help reverse 
the decline of British wildlife. 

The State of Nature report, 
carried out by a coalition of 
conservation organisations, 
recently revealed that 60% 
of British wildlife is in decline, 
while at the same time, 
a further research found 
two thirds of British school 
children want to be taught 
more about gardening and to 
engage with the outdoors. 

"I have four children aged 
between six and 16, who 
all have a keen interest 
in nature," says Frost, who designed the 
Homebase 'Sowing The Seeds Of Change' 
garden at the RHS Chelsea Flow Show. "The 
garden is at the heart of our home, where many 
memories are made while children are growing 
up. 

"I've spent lots of time with my own children 
both in my own garden and in the wider 


countryside. We do things together like going 
on country walks, growing and picking fruit and 
bird spotting - the list is endless." 

Encouraged by these thoughts, Frost has now 
come up with a plan for parents on how to bring 
their children into the garden and to attract 
wildlife at the same time. 

■ Create a planting plan 
Mix together plants that 
are both beneficial to people 
and wildlife, such as fruits, 
vegetables and herbs, 
with shrubs and perennial 
herbaceous plants, to 
create an area where there 
is produce for humans and 
wildlife. Recommended plants 
that attract wildlife include 
sunflowers, wild strawberries, 
thyme, herbs and firethorn 
shrubs which offer nectar and 
berries to a range of wildlife. 

■ Grow a selection of salad crops 
This requires regular attention and will give 
children something to focus on right up until 
they eat them. Seeds should be watered every 
evening and given plant food once a week. 
Lettuce and other salad leaves can be sown in 
spring and summer.

■ Go seed collecting 

Look closely for plants in your borders where 
flower heads have fallen off and seeds are 
growing. If the seeds are brown, get the children 
to help you pick them and put them in a warm 
place to dry out ready to plant for next spring. 

■ Create a compost heap 

This is a great way of encouraging kids to 
recycle garden waste and also helps them 
understand the natural cycle of growth and 
decay. Create three tightly fixed walls in your 
chosen area and begin filling it with organic 
materials such as grass clippings, weeds, straw, 
manure, shredded newspaper, kitchen waste, 
plant cuttings and soft prunings. 

■ Take games outdoors 

Go on a treasure hunt or play hide-and-seek 
to encourage children to explore the garden and 
stimulate their curiosity about the outdoors. If 
you have daisies in the garden, teach them to 
make daisy chains. 


■ Set up bird feeding and cleaning stations 
Birds come to gardens to feed, breed, 

nest and rest. To make sure your garden is 
accommodating, introduce a bird house, feeding 
station or a bird bath - all of these are a must 
for budding young bird watchers. The water in 
a bird bath needs to be at least 2.5cm deep and 
should be placed in the open away from areas 
where cats may hide. 

■ Store logs 

Plenty of wildlife makes its home in dead 
wood, and other animals use it as a source of 
food. Children can help make this into a proper 
wildlife shelter in a small, shady spot so that it 
remains cool and damp. If moving wood, check 
beforehand that nothing has already made itself 
at home. 

■ Families can receive further help on how 
to encourage wildlife into their garden by 
visiting the Homebase online forum www.

50s for Adhav 
and Keyt in 
Burwell draw 


BURWELL were thwarted by a 64-run eighth- 
wicket stand as they had to make do with a draw 
at Copdock & Old Ipswichian in the Gibbs Denley 
East Anglian Premier League. 

Paul Summerskill won the toss at the start of 
the day and sent his Burwell team into bat, and 
they recorded 223 for 9 from 66 overs. 

They recovered from losing openers Peter 
Richer and Shaftab Khalid, both for six, as Kiran 
Adhav and Jeffrey Keyt made half-centuries. 

They both fell lbw in the end, Adhav for 58 
and Keyt for 59, before Vibhor Yadav added 26 to 
the total. 

Australian Peter George, who began the season 
on fire, took 3 for 47 for Copdock, while James 
East, Chris Swallow and Tom Rash took two 
wickets apiece. 

Although opener Archie Gravell struck 43 and 
Martyn Cull hit 24, Burwell reduced the hosts to 
106 for 7, former captain Mark Bissett (3 for 38) 
and Adhav (3 for 46) doing well with the ball. 

There were also two wickets for Khalid, whose 
18 overs cost just 32 runs. 

But Swallow, who remained unbeaten on 40 
from 71 balls, and George (31) protected the 
eighth wicket well and the home team could not 
be ousted, closing on 170 for 8. 

The result takes Burwell a touch closer to their 
target of reaching 300 points - they now have 
247 and sit fifth in the table going into Saturday's 
home match against Woolpit. 

Chris Baugh smashed a second successive 
century as pace-setters Worlington edged closer 
to the Marshall Hatchick Two Counties Champi¬ 
onship, Division Two title with a 53-run victory at 
Long Melford. 

Baugh shared an opening stand of 67 with

The visitors slumped to 35 for 4 before being 
dismissed for 124 thanks to Peter Woods with 4 
for 32 and Ian Starling (4 for 39). 

Catley compiled 55 runs for the fourth wicket 
with Simon Allen before seeing the hosts home to 
125 for 4 with a knock of 65 not out. 

Lakenheath stayed on Worlington’s tail with an 
85-run win at home to Woodbridge & Old Wood- 
bridgians after getting rid of the visitors for 70 
afer posting 155 for 6. 

Mildenhall II went bottom of Division Two 
after losing by eight wickets at Dunmow, being 
dismissed for 121 before the hosts replied with 
124 for 2. 

In Division One, Erik Laubscher’s 118 could not 
prevent Mildenhall losing by five wickets at home 
to Hadleigh. 

Jack Beaumont added 38 as the hosts were 
dismissed for 211, but it was not enough as 
Hadleigh came through with 212 for 5, James 
Holmes claiming 3 for 56.

ROBIN Hoods Bay could have 
his next start in the Winter Hill 
Stakes at Windsor after his fine

The Ed Vaughan-trained 
five-year-old defied a lengthy 
absence to win his first race on 
turf in a valuable handicap. 

He will head to Windsor or 
York next with his ultimate 
aim being the Dubai Carnival. 

“We’ll just see how we get 
on with him, he has a few 
options,” said Vaughan. 

“There’s a Group Three 
at Windsor on August 24 or 
there’s the Strensall at York the 
day before over nine furlongs. 

“That was his first win on 
turf, although he’s not had 
many runs to be fair. His 
previous race at Kempton 
came too soon after the Winter 
Derby but there were no other 
options for him on Polytrack. 

“A lot of credit must go to his 
owner (Alan Pickering) who 
has been very patient. I ran 
him at Ascot on fast ground 
last year and he got badly 
jarred up. 

“Dubai has always been the 
plan this year with him. We’ll mn 
him in the handicaps out there, 
they don’t have a big range be¬ 
tween top and bottom.” 

Connections have decided 
not to rush Jakkalberry back 
for a second crack at the 
Melbourne Cup. 

The Marco Botti-trained 
seven-year-old was a fine third 
to Green Moon in the Fleming- 


ton showpiece last November 
but has been sidelined with a 
tendon injury since winning 
the Group Two City of Gold 
at Meydan in March and will 
now be prepared for another 
trip to Dubai early next year. 

Telescope will aim to 
bounce back from his Hay- 
dock disappointment in the 
Neptune Investment Manage¬ 
ment Great Voltigeur Stakes at 
York on August 21. 

The Sir Michael Stoute- 
trained colt was a leading 
fancy for the Derby during 
the winter months but never 
made the Classic after meeting 
with a setback in the spring.
